The vocal 


genius was remarkably developed iu 
the 
original 
Huchiuson, whu was 


born in Massachusetts early ia the last 
century. 
As a family, his descendants 


continued 
to charm tho world with 


their sweet voices down to qnite recent 
times. 


G. H. Stillrnan has something of 


interest to saj in reference to this 
wonderfni family, and his connection 
therewith. 
People of the Butchinson 


blood were iiofcad for their singing dur- 
ing the first half of the century, but it 
was not until about 1846 that the com- 
pany was organized that became world 
renowned, and who, with their match- 
loss singing, did as much as anyone to 
inspire the lovers of freedom and ul- 
timately bring about the downfall of 
slavery. 
At that time the troupe con- 


sisted of Beveu brothers and a sister— 
"a nest of brothers with a sister iu it," 
as N. P. Willis, the poet, expressed it. 
At that time the faUer of Mr. Still- 
man was a Methodist minister, sta- 
tioned in Albany, N. Y. 
Tho Hutch- 


insons had no national reputation fit 
that time. Albany, their first "stand" 
out of Now York City, was couserva- 
;ively slow, and did not take kindly to 
anything now and startling. 
They 


played to a very poor house, with con- 
sequent 
discouragement. 
In modern 


road 
parlance, they 
were 
about 


"stranded." Rev. Stillmau well knew 
their merits, and was determined thoy 
should have a fair showing in Albany 
at least. So he induced them to appear 
once more, the 
following Tuesday 


night being set for the concert, iu the 
largest hall in the city. 
Then he in- 


vited them to occupy the choir in his 
church Sunday morning and evening, 
and sing some of their sacred pieces. 
It worked 
nicely. 
Everybody was 


charmed with their singing. 
Then the 


minister told his congregation some- 
thing of the history of the Hutchin- 
sons; that thoy were to give a concert 
the following Tuesday 
evening, and 


requested that as many of his parish- 
ioners attend as possible. 
Tho result 


was a crowded house, and the Hutchin- 
sons went on their way rejoicing, this 
being the crucial point in their life as 
a company, and the beginning of a 
career that carried them around the 
world and into the hearts and lives of 
millions, singing the songs of the 
Union, of freedom and of Christianity. 


This story would not bo complete 


without some reference to the major's 
flirtation with the fair young sister of 
he remarkable family. Miss 
Abby 


Hntchiuson. 
Mr. Stillrnan was then a 


risky young counter-hopper in 
the 


chief dry goods store of Albany. 
The

London, Feb. 1!).'— Secretary of state 


for the colonies Mr. Joseph Chamber- 
lain announced in the house of com- 
mons that au official telegram had been 
received from the British agent at. Pre- 
toria, capital of tiieTransvaal, on Tues- 


day, 
conveying a bill of indemnity pre- 


sented by tlie Transvaal as a result of. 
tbe Jameson raid. 


The bill, be added, is divided into 


two heads. The first nsks for tbe pay- 
ment, of £077,988 as a material charge, 
and under the second head the Trans- 
vaal asks for ,£1,000,000 for "moral and 
intellectual damage." 


Mr. Chamberlain further said that 


the telegram stated thnt, the foregoing' 
demands do not include the legitimate 
private claims that may be advanced. 


The telegram from the British agent 


also says that the indemnity is to be 
paid liy the 
British government "or 


caused to be paid by them," apparently 
suggesting that the government com- 
pel the British chartered South Africa 
company to pay it, or. in default, that, 
the government must foot the bill.

Secretly Married Only T\vo MontliB Ago to

Httuuoir Charged With Her Death— 


A Horrible Abortion Had Iteeu 


Performed—Mm. Jno, Oborly 


Also Under Arrest— Result 


of Secrot Postmortem. 


Wilson Boyor and Mrs. Flora Oborly, 


wife of John Oberly, two well-known 
young people of Dixon's Mill, are held 
at the city station house, charged with 
committing a crime resulting in the 
death of the young man's wife. 
The 


affidavit charging them with the crime, 
which amounts to murder, waa sworn 
to by Noah J. Dixou, the well-known 
mill man ;iud father of the young wife 
of Boyer. 
A coroner's inquest and 


secret post-mortem examination of the 
body o£ the dead girl, exhumed Thms- 


beon punctured in two places by some 
rudo instrument. 
Drs. Teachnor and 


Rny, the attending physicians, testifv 
thut they used no instruments, what- 
ever, in their exuminntious at any time 
thnt would producn such a puncture. 


Mrs. Oberly's testimony wna to the 


ell'oct that she hud loaned tho woman 
the syringe, hut advised her not to use 
it. 
Nevertheless; she showed 
her 


wheio to get the vinegar and stood by 
and let her go on with the work. 
She 


disclaims ever having advised her to 
use instruments or 
medicine. 
She 


washed the woman's clothes, and the 
reason she said nothing to Mrs. Dixou 
about it was that Bertha requested (bet 
not to. 


Noah Dixon, father of the deceased, 


testified that ho was suspicions of the 
relations of Boyor and his daughter. 
They wore married without consent of 
her parents. 
The mother of the girl 


testified that Mrs. Oberly never hinted 
to her at the true cause of Bertha's 
death. 
She was not advised of her 


sickness until Sunday morning, when 
she learned it from her son. 


Wilson G. Boyer teatifieed that ho 


first began paying attentions to Miss 
Dixon August 1st, 1890. 
He learned 


about Christmas last that she was in a- 
family way, so he determined to marry 


day, precipitated their arrest. The ac- 
cused declare their innocence and claim 
to be able to wash their hands of the 
whole affair. 
Their preliminary hear- 


ing will be hold before Mayor Bow to- 
monow. 


The entire neighborhood of Dixon's 


Mill has been talking and speculating 
for the last few days over the mysteri- 
ous and sudden death of the young 
•wife of Boyer. 
She was taken sud- 


denly ill last Saturday night, and 
despite all tho attention rendered by 
two doctois, died Sunday morning. 
Tho funeral was hold Tuesday, and no 
sooner was the poor girl buried than 
tongues began to wag. They did not 
wag for nothing, and Wednesday night 
the father of the dead girl came to 
town and, consulting with Prosecuting 
Attorney Bannon and Oorouer David- 
son, it was determined to exhume the 
body, hold a poKt-inortorn examination 
and inquest, and, if possible, Dx tho 
cause and blame of tho poor girl's 
death. 
Dr. Lottridgo and 
Coroner 


Davidson secretly went to tho Dixou 
Mill cometory early Thursday morning 
and exhumed tho body. It was plain 
tho girl had died of a criminivl abor- 
tion, and the coroner, after a short ex- 
amination, returned u verdict "that 
deceased came to her death from the 
effects of a criminal abortion." 
Wil- 


son H. Boyor and Floru Oborly were 
hold criminally liable and brought to 
Portsmouth, presumably to give eyi- 
deuce in tho inquest, but, in reality, to 
be locked up in the statiou house, 
charged with f,ho crime named in the 
coroner's veicliot. 


Wilscu G. Boyer, one of the accused, 


•and Miss Bertha Dixon wore secretly 
married at t;ho court house January 
21at lust by Rev. John B. Tracy, 
county treasurer. 
Ho is 22 yours old 


and the new bride was 20. Tboir mar- 
riage was opposed by her folks. 
Since 


fchoir wedding, the bitterness between 
the two families has grown more in- 
tense. 
The young couple lived with 


his mother, Mrs. Alf. Boyer, widow of 
tho lato county treasurer. 


Mrs. Flora Oberly, better known as 


"Fod," is tho wifo of John Oborly, 
a cousin of Wilson Boyer. 
She boars a 


good reputation, aud it is hard for her 
friends to think she could have boon 
instrumental in tho death of tho poor 
girl. 
They wore groat friends. 
They 


lived but n short distance apart and 
wero together much of tho time. Siuco 
being locked lip aho has spout the time 
in wocping, and in attempting to tell 
her story uf the affair to i\ Times re- 
porter thin morning, bioke down com- 
pletely. 
Her husband knew nothing 


of her arrest until today noon. Shu 
says she loaned a syringe to the mi- 
fortunato girl, but had no knowledge 
of her having used it until slio was 
taken sick and Dr. Toaohnor called in. 


Boyer talked freely to a Times ro- 


porter. 
Ho, too, broke down several 


times in the course of his narrative. 
He claims ho and his wifo had started 
over to hia unolo'.s, Stephen Pnrcleo, 
whore a keg of beor, his treat to tho 
boys who had "belled" him, was on 
tap. 
On tho way they met his cousin 


John Oborly, and his wife. 
His wife 


proposed that she and Mrs. Oberly stop 
at tho hitter's liousn and let tho two 
mon po over ;iud bring a pitcher of 
brer back with thorn. 
All agreed to 


this. Boyer and Oborly returned abont 
nine o'clock. 
This all happened Sat- 


urday nighr last. 
They wero mot at 


the g;ite by Mrs. Oborly, who told 
them that 
ISertha, meaning Boyer's 


wife, was awful sick. 
They went in 


tho house and found her suffering in- 
tense pivin in the region of her stomach. 
Dr. Tenuhnor was Kent for and arrived 
at midnight. His examination was tho 
first intimation Boyer claims to have 
received of tho cause of his wife's ill- 
mjss. 
lie asketl nor how it happened, 


aiul she told him she had done it all 
herself, u-iing a syringe, vinegar ami 
water. 
Ho usked 
her who told her 


how to use these things, and sho said 
she had always known it. 
Dr. Ray, of 


this city, was next summoned in con- 
sultation with Dr. Tfachnor. 
An op- 


eration was perfuruK-d in hopes of sav- 
ing the woman's life, but without sue 
cess. 
She died .Monday morning.

THE DUTY ON TOBACCO IS PIXED. 


Some Changes Were Mn<Ie In Response to 


a General Demand From the Mm inn 
Interests, Whose Representatives De- 
clare That 
Caimdhiu Competition Him 


Einlmrrassed Amcriciui Miue Owners. 
Washington, Feb. 19.—The Repub- 


lican members of the ways and means 
eommitteee took an Important step in 
their work on the now tariff bill, by 
deciding to restore the McKinley rate 
on coal and coke. 


These rates wern 75 cents per ton of 


25 bushels on bituminous and shale, 
and 30 cents on coal slack such as will 
pass through a half inch screen. The 
present rates are 40 cents and 15 cents. 
Coke is advanced from 15 to 20 per cent 
ad valorem. 


The changes were made in response 


to a general demand from the coal in- 
terests, whose representatives declared 
that the Wilson rates had increased 
Canadian competition so greatly that 
the American mine owner had been 
obliged to reduce wages to keep in the 
field. 


The first conferences of the 
week 


have dealt with the* tobacco schedule 
and although no final agreement has 
been reached there is a practical un- 
derstanding that the new bill will re- 
turn to the McKinley rates on tobacco 
except on the grade known as filler. 


The rate on this will be 70 cents a 


pound, double the 
McKinley duty, 


which was 35 cents. 


It was represented by the 
tobacco 


manufacturers that most of the tobacco 
imported from Cuba as filler for wrap- 
pings and that this evasion of the law 
gave the Key West factories an advan- 
tage over those 
using 
Sumatra to- 


bacco. The McKinley duties on wrap- 
per tobncco were $2 per 
pound on
